In the district bounded roughly by Ex- 


change street, the river, Howard street, 
Mt. Hope avenue and Broadway there art- 
thirteen schools with over six hundred 
scholars. The pupils are now domiciled 
to attend school in buildings that aee old, 
poorly ventilated, badly lighted and most, 
unequally heated. Everyone of th&n has 
windows on two sides, so that the pupils 
are compelled to study and read in a cross 
light, which is very trying to the eyes. 
The ventilation must come from o'pen 
doors and windows or from the floor and 
they are thus continually being subjected 
Lo draughts which endanger their health. 


The heat comes from a stove, in most 


cases if not all, and a long funnel passing 
over their heads. This leaves tlie feet 
cold, the head hot and those in the back 
sbats uncomfortably cold or those in the 
front seats too warm. Some of the rooms 
have class rooms to accommodate 30 
pupils where 10 would breathe all the air 
in much less time than the recitation con- 
sumes. One of them has a basement that 
is damp, dark and unhealthf ul. One is 
situated in a hollow with no yard fit to 
play in excepting the street. 


In view of these facts, and considering 


that the city owns a lot in a beautifuJ. 
healthful and convenient location, we feel 
it our duty to urge upon you the necessity 
of taking immediate action to relieve 
these children from their imheathful, un- 
comfortable and unsanitary surroundings 
by building the proposed new school
